Vigorously protested by Labor and 


Xegro organizations the nomination 
split the membership Into two even- 
ly matched factions, the leaders of 
which looked to a small group of 
doubtful i otcs to settle the question 
of confirmation or rejection. 


A large proportion of these un- 


certain ballots were held by Demo 
crats and as an indication of how 
they would be cast, a, declaration of 
the position of Senator Joseph T. 
Kobinson, the Democrat leader was 
eagerly awaited, Robinson returned 
to the senate late yesterday from 
London where he was a delegate to 
the naval conference. 


The American Federation of Labor 


and the Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People objected to 
the nomination on the ground Judge 
Parker had shown himself to be pre- 
judiced against 
the 
workers and 


against the JCegro race. 


The former based its 
complaint 


upon a decision rendered 
by 
the 


nominee as a member of the circuit 
court of appeals, in which he upheld 
an injunction restraining the Unit- 
ed Mine "Workers fiom seeking to or- 
0aniao employes of thf» lied Jacket 
Coal and Coke company who 
had 


signed so-called "yellow dog" con- 
tracts pledging themselves not 
to 


become affiliated with the unions. 
The Xegro 
association 
based 
its 


protest upon icmarks attributed to 
Judge Parker in a, campaign speech 
delivered in 19UO as Republican nomi- 
nee for governor of Xorlh Carolina.

The riots and mutinies are attribut- 


:d mainly to four things—bad hous- 
ng, bad food, bad treatment and idle- 
icss. Of which the last may be worst 
if all. These causes, in turn, seem to 
:ome mainly from one great evil of 
ivercrowding. We are sending more 
>eople to jail than the jails can care 
or. Why this overproduction of pris- 
oners? 
Are we 
committing more 


rimes? 
Arc we enforcing our laws 


nore strictly? Or are we making too 
nany laws entailing prison penalties? 
lere is probably the gravest problem 
n our public life. The president's law 
nforcement commission has a job .cut 
rut for it.

STEADY EMPLOYMENT 


Continuous employment is the great 


desire of labor. It is now beginning to 
be the desire of employers of labor. Or 
rather, employers at last are beginning 
to do something about it beyond trust- 
ing in providence and following the 
old routine of hiring and firing as or- 
ders rise or fall. Gov. Roosevelt says 
that 200 of the largest corporations 
in New York state have studied the 
problem and evolved plans for "steady 
work the year around." And as one of 
the more progressive business review- 
ers writes, "If 
200 employers have 


solved the problem, it it not reasonable 
to decree that 20,000 employers c-ttld 
—if they were sufficiently in earnest?" 


A well known motor company and 


also a soap company have shown not- 
able success in stabilizing their em- 
ployment by running production uni- 
formly through the year according to 
estimates made at the beginning. The 
Delaware and 
Hudson railroad has 


gained continuity and 
steadiness of 


employment by a different device—a 
flexible working da}-. In busy periods 
the working hours of the day are 
lengthened; in dull periods they are 
shortened. That obviates the old need 
of hiring and firing. The labor turn- 
over is reduced 78 per 
cent and the 


general effect is said to be "extraordi- 
nary improvement." 


While it is proper for the govern- 


ment to undertake temporary expedi- 
ents to reduce existing unemployment, 
the fact remains that it is an economic 
and not a political problem. The time 
will come when every employer of la- 
bor, particularly large employers, will 
be compelled to rearrange and reorgan- 
ize their business so as 
to provide 


continuous 
employment 
the 
year 


around. It will require Ingenuity, re- 
sourcefulness and vision but it can be 
done. It will be forced upon many em- 
ployers because labor turn-over and al- 
ternating dull and active seasons are 
expensive. Competitors with large cap- 
ital investments Avill 
not always be 


content to have their investments idle 
or partially idle during a portion of the 
year. Furthermore, they owe it to their 
employes to make production constant' 
and continuous. It is among employers 
themselves that the problem of unem- 
ployment must find its ultimate solu- 
tion. 


CURBING LABOR 
INJUNCTIONS 


There is pending before the judiciary 


committee of the senate a bill to curb 
the use of the injunction in labor dis- 
putes. The measure was drafted by a 
sub-committee and will not be voted on 
until the Manufacturers association of 
the United States has an opportunity 
to be heard on the proposed legislation. 
We have not seen a copy of this bill 
or a full report of its provisions, but it 
is said that it would prevent any judge 
from issuing labor injunctions except 
where employers prove 
an absolute 


necessity for the protection 
of their 


business, lives or property. 


If the bill does not deprive employ- 


ers of their constitutional rights and 
does not open the way to unrestrained 
violence and intimidation, it ought to 
be enacted. The use of injunctions by 
courts has been abused. 
In some in- 


stances it has been flagrantly abused, 
as in attempts to restrain 
peaceful 


picketing, solicitation of union mem- 
bership and the persuasion of strikers 
not to return to work. It is particular- 
ly obnoxious in its employment to up- 
hold the so-called "yellow dog" con- 
tract. 


Organized labor ought to have the 


fullest freedom in the peaceful devel- 
opment of its aims and in the prosecu- 
tion of strikes to 
force 
concessions 


from reactionary employers. The his- 
tory of the injunction is a record of in- 
terference with this freedom and with 
legitimate means of advancing labor's 
interests. No one expects the courts or 
statutes to close their eyes to lawless- 
ness and violence, but order can be 
maintained and lives and property pro- 
tected without going to the extremes 
often exercised in injunction proceed- 
ings.

ahrewd householder buys health for 
the family when she spends a nickle 
less for bread or corn and a nickle 
more for green onions or cabbage 
or lettuce.

to insist upon a record vote of any 
cind and that the nomination should 
.iave been withdrawn. Their argu- 
ment is that in a campaign year the 
?arty in power has troubles enough 
without supplying opponents with 
artificial issues. 


They say that the nomination in 


the first place was made for politi- 
cal reasons—to satisfy the Republi- 
can party Jn the south and that as 
long as politics entered into it at the 
start it was inevitable that senators 
toe- would look at the question from 
the standpoint of their own political 
fortunes. 


TWO VIEWPOINTS 


One of the perplexing phases of the 


debate is that if Judge Parker would 
l>e defeated it would in a sense be 
passing judgment on his record as 
judge of the circuit court of appeals 
and it might force his resignation. 
The president on the other hand 
has taken the position that it would 
be the senate which would be pass- 
ing judgment on itself for Judge 
Parker has confirmed for the circuit 
court by the senate and no objection 
to his previously expressed views 
was made. 


All together the episode is one of 


the most unfortunate in the Hoover 
administration for some of its staun- 
chest friends are talking in the 
cloak rooms about what they regard 
as a political error of first magni- 
tude. 
They declare it evidences a 


lack of team work between the exe- 
cutive and the members of his own 
party and that they are willing to 
stand by Mr. Hoover on important 
policies but do not think nominations 
should be forced upon them if they 
are going to produce political con- 
troversy of any kind.

which at nightfall is sinking a little 
to the north of the west cardinal 
point. 


Venus is halfway between the V- 


shaped Hyades and the smaller clus- 
ter of the Pleiades. Jupiter is some- 


what higher, between the horns of 
Taurus. 


Comparatively few people 
have 


ever seen the elusive little planet 
Jlercury. The nearest planet to the 
sun, it "becomes \isible to the naked 
eje only at favorable times. 


ilercury is still in -view on May 


1, not far to the right of Venus, as 
a star of the first magnitude. 


Above Taurus in the adjoining con- 


stellation Gemini is the trans-Xep- 
tuman planet whose discovery was 
announced on March 12. Its present 
position is marked closely by the 
star Delta in Gemini.

100, STILL BACKS 
LABOR'S STRUGGLE 


Leader of Countless Strikes 


Sees Six-hour Day for U 
S. Workers 


Veteran of Labor Wars

Hyattsvillc, Md. — On the eve of 


h«Y 
hundredth 
birthday. 
Mother 


, Janes leaned forward from the pi! 
lows, waved a gaunt old hand and in 
ajich throauty voice demanded a six 
hour day and a five-day week for 
American workers. 


This grand old dame, who >was 


perhaps the most militant and fear- 
less-of all labor: leaders in her day 
and is now spending the twilight of 
her life in a pleasant country farm- 
house near here, rarely moves from 
bed any more. But her mind does 
not wander and her voice, with its 
traces of Irish brogue, has not failed 
that caustic tongue. which 
for 50 


years roused strikers and led them 
to defy bayonets, machine gum, im- 
prisonment and other weapons of 
employers in labor wars. 


She always defied death and as 


she passes the century mark on May 
1 she is considering, not her own 
sinking condition, but the industrial 
problems of the machine age in rela- 
tion to American labor. 


"Aristotle predicted that the time 


would come when an inanimate ob- 
ject would do the work of a dozen 
slaves,"' says • Mother Jones, 
"and 


now that we're getting into the ma- 
chine age neither the government 
nor the people are preparing for it. 
Organized labo'r is trying to do what 
it can, but labor 'started too late. 
Millions are being1 •• thrown out of 
work by machines. 


"The only thing that can be done 


now is for the government to take 
l'iold of all industries and reduce the 


T-working hours. A five-day week-and 


a six-hour day would mean work for 
everybody. But the' people won't get 
the idea. 
They elect 
pie-cou7iter 


politicians who have no conception 
of what is going on—all they want 
is pie, 


;: "Labor should be in politics. We. 
ought to have our own labor party 
and our own men in congress. We've 
got wonderful, 
brainy, 
intelligent 


men who would make statesmen— 
men like William Green and John 
H.: Walker of Illinois." 
"MORE RADICAL THAN EVER" 


Didn't Mother Jones find herself

The Rockefellers remain

Jones' pet hate. .Not only as living 
symbols of the capitalistic class she 
opposes but because of the terrible 
Ludlow massacre in the 
Colorado 


mines in 1914. 
She was out there. 


She .remembers bow the 
machine 


guns of the troops sprayed .the little 
tent colony, of the .striking miners 
and killed men, women and children. 
Twelve men and 21 women and chil- 
dren were killed, a,s she recalls. 


How does it feel to be a hundred 


years old? 


"Feels- fine"'

Jones. "Sometime I hope to be able 
to get up and go out and then other 
times I get discouraged.

This is the time of th« year when 


(oiks in general «at more eggs. In 
the past there has been two reasons 
for that custom. First, until com- 
paratively recently the hens did not 
begin to lay until about this time of 
the year. Then, of course, when 
the hens began to lay, folks began 
to eat the eggs. 
Nowadays, of 


course, well managed flocks lay all 
of the year but as spring approaches 
the 
lay becomes heavier, 
prices 


cheaper and the quality excellent. 
The other reason why folks enjoy 
eggs especially in the late winter 
and early spring is because the egg 
is an excellent source of all of the 
known vitamin. 
Long before man 


knew there was any such thing as 
a vitamin, folks knew that eggs 
were good for us. Many a patient 
medicine has been credited with cur- 
ing human ailments, when as a mat- 
ter of fact, the cure was really done 
to the fact that hens had started to 
lay and the sick person began to eat 
eggs. The eggs supplied the things 
that the person needed and conse- 
quently he or she got to feeling bet- 
ter. Of course, the patent medicine 
got the credit but the good fresh 
egge did the work. 


In Wisconsin 
we are especially 


fortunate in that we have an abun- 
dant supply of home produced eggs. 
This means that all of us whether 
we keep chickens or not can have 
first quality eggs at any time, and 
for the next few months you can 
buy excellent eggs at very reason- 
able prices. 


"We get many letters from people 


that want to know how to judge 
eggs when buying them. One of the 
most common questions relates to 
shell color. 
Some egg shells 
are 


white and some are brown. Some 
are light brown while others 
are 


dark brown. 
Some people prefer 


white shells while others prefer the 
brown shells. 


NO DIFFERENCE 


There Is really no difference BO 


far as food value la concerned. Some 
breeds of hens lay brown eggs and 
some white eggs. This is just the 
same as some apples are red, others 
are yellow. If you like the looks of 
red apples, you will probably buy 
them—take them home and 
peel 


them throw the peelings away. Of 
course, you do exactly the same 
thing -with eggs, but if you 
prefer 


white eggs or brown eggs, there are 
plenty of either color of excellent 
quality available for you. So far as 
I am concerned, I like to see the 
eggs either all brown or all white. 
They look better that way. So far 
as food values 
Is concerned, 
the 


shell color does not indicate any 
thing. 


Tou will also notice a great dif- 


ference in the color of the yolks of 
eggs. Here we may 
have 
some- 


thing important. 
If hens are fed 


liberally on yellow corn, alfalfa and 
feeds of that sort, the egg yolks are 
a rich yellow. The hen simply trans- 
fers the coloring matter from the 
feed stuff to the egg yolks. So far 
as known, there is no special virtue 
in this coloring matter, but the in- 
teresting point is that these feed 
stuffs such as yellow corn and alt 
alfa are tho rich sources of vitamin 
A. If the ration is made up largely 
from white corn, oats, barley and 
wheat, then the yolks will be white 
and such a ration 
is deficient in 


vitamin A. It seems to be desirable 
therefore, to choose eggs 
from a 


farm that feeds a complete ration 
and produces egg yolks of good rich 
color. 
Fortunately, practically all 


of our Wisconsin eggs have rich co! 
ored yolks duo to the common prac- 
tice of feeding an abundance of yel- 
low corn, alfalfa and other vitamin 
rich foods. 
Eggs shipped into the 


state from sections that do not raise 
yellow corn are often pale in color 
Tou will find that Wisconsin grown 
eggs usually have beautiful yellow 
yolks rich in vitamin A. Eggs an 
also unique in that 
they are a 


splendid source of vitamin D. 


AMOUNT VARIES 


Thft amount of'this vitamin varies 


considerably and because 
it 
does 


vary we have many poultry farms 
that are taking special precautions 
to feed cod" liver oil and to get th 
direct sunshine into 
the 
poultrj 


house so that the hens will have thi 
vitamin to store in the eggs. It htu 
been demonstrated at the Universitj 
of Wisconsin that hens given plentj 
of direct sunshine, cod liver oil, o 
artificial 
ultra-violet 
light, 
the: 


luch hen* w'll lay eggs with 
ten 


tmfts more of this vitamin than is 
ound in eggs from hens that have 
not. been supplied xvlth this vaf.amin. 


Fortunately, one can tell 'quite a 


good deal by the egg shells. It the 
shells are hard and firm, then the 
hen surely had & good supply of the 
vatamin D and the yoiks of such 
eggs will prove a splendid source of 
:his vitamin for our growing chil- 
dren. In fact, I have found it eas- 
er to feed the cod liver oil to my 
hens and then feed the eggs to my 
boys than trying to make the boys 
take the cod liver oil. Eggs from 
cod liver oil fed hens cannot be told 


the tfifite. 
The hen takes th£ 


vitamin out of the 
cod liver 0*, 


stores it^n her egg yolks, and I do 
not know what 
becomes of 
the 


'taste" but it disappears. 


Many people eeem to think that 


eggs should be sold by weight. Sure- 
y large eggs should bring 
more 


money than small eggs if the quality 
8 the same. Before many years 
eggs will be sold by grade. When 
that time comes, then both size and 
nterior quality will be ueed to de- 
termine the market value of eggs. 
It would be a mistake to sell eggs 
by weight alone as interior quality 
'a far more important than size. I 
have been in Wisconsin more than 
Lwenty years and in that time I 
have seen a great improvement in 
the quality of the eggs sold to the 
consumer. Of course, thei'e will al- 
ways be some eggs that are not of 
first class quality. An occasional 
egg "will be spoiled in the making" 
as we say. 
I refer to eggs with 


blood clots and the like of that. All 
such eggs can be removed by cand 
ling and nowadays such eggs are 
removed by the careful poultryman 
who sells eggs to a high class trade. 


SERVE EGGS SOFT 


With such eggs removed one can 


serve soft boiled eggs in the ehell 
without 
hesitation. 
Eggs 
with 


slight blood clots and other defects 
will not injure anyone, but are un- 
sightly. 
Many questions are asked in regard 
to the flavor of eggs. In general, if 
eggs are off flavor, then they have 
either been produced by a careless 
poultry keeper' or have been incor- 
rectly handled. The way to avoid 
such eggs is to buy from a careful 
producer or retailer. We will always 
have some people that are cai'eless. 
such people will often sell goods for 
slightly less but unless one lias just 
moved to a neighborhood, one knows 
who is dependable and who is not. 
Bargain 
eggs—eggs 
at 
bargain 


prices may be usable but of course 
cannot be depended upon. 


So far I have been talking' about 


fresh table eggs for the family. Then 
how about eggs for cooking purpos- 
es. When it comes to that, the mar- 
ket offers dried eggs, frozen eggs 
dried egg yolks, dried egg 
white 


frozen yolks 
nrjfl 
frozen 
whites 


Much of the dried eggs, dried 
eprg 


yolks and dried egg albumen used is 
imported from China. These 
esgt- 


are produced under conditions that 
do not compare favorably with oiu 
Wisconsin grain fed hens. Compar- 
atively few eggs are dried in 
thi? 


country, but many second qualilj 
eggs are broken out of the shel 
into tin containers and frozen. This 
is an excellent way to store cgge 
with cracked shells and other egg 
not of first class quality. .The large 
bakers and others use these eggs for 
many purposes. 


The average consumer, however 


will usually buy shell eggs. In the 
fall the careful housewife will buy 
strictly fresh new laid eggs for the 
table and refrigerator eggs for bak- 
ing purposes. 
For 
tho next 
fc\\ 


months she will use fresh eggs loi 
both table and baking purposes. 


When eggs are sold on grade as 


they ivill be eventually, then 
tho 


careful housewife will buy the best 
grades for the table and the lowci 
grades for baking and similar uses 
The careful housewife will insist on 
having first class eggs for tho. table 
and will use them freely because Flic

Hedges Will Help To Make 


Your Grounds Attractive 


The idea of using hedges for other 


purposes than defining the lot line is 
by no means a new one, bu 
%. we be- 


lieve the full possibilities for beauty 
the use of hedge plants offers is not 
fully appreciated by the home owner. 


The 
protective 
hedge—usually 


thought of as being located on the 
boundary line or across the front of 
the property—constitutes the main 
use of the hedge. In this use the 
purchase and use of a hedge is of- 
ten for utilitarian uses only—to keep 
the children and dogs from running 
across the lot. 


However, hedges planted along the 


lot line or across the front are in 
many cases planted only for appear- 
ance's sake. 


HEDGES FOB SCREENS 


One of the most important uses of 


hedge plants is for screening pur- 
poses and dividing the grounds into 
different parts. 
For instance, the 


service yard, drying yard, vegetable 
garden or garage court might well be 
set apart from the rest of the ground 
with a tall growing hedge. 


Hedges for this purpose, if to be 


clipped can be grown from 
such 


plants as Buckthorn and Honeysuck- 
le, 
These two plants adapt them- 


selves to clipping and made a dense 
impenetrable barrier. Wherever a 
screen, head-high is needed, and there 
is little 
space available, plant a 


hedge. 
ORNAMENTAL USES OF HEDGES 


The trimmed hedge presents a for- 


mal architectural appearance, conse 
quently it is used extensively in place 
of low or even high ways, to bound 
the outdoor living room and also 
along terraces and as an element in 
the makeup of a formal garden. The 
kind of plants used for hedges of this 
type varies with the locality and r& 
quirements as to height and density. 
Hedges are used in gardens as a 
boundary to the garden, or to bound 
flower beds, and to parallel walks or 
divide spaces purely as an ornament- 
al feature.
